"ucries, thecrefoe they could not imagine, bu: that hee had 
beene at dice ane loft his reuenewes, fo bzeke and was 
faine to liue retired with himſelke and his page a while, 
which was m our opinions a likely conic dure, being him⸗ 
ſeife ſo great a perſonage. well this obſcore place muſt we 
finde o2 cls wee returne (tine fructibus laborum ) and open⸗ 
lie hee cannot be, vnleſſe hee ſtop his eates and will not, 
but he muſt needs heare pꝛoclamations fo2 himſelfe, as 
coſtermongers cry out foꝛ him cffering him good holſome 
Windebꝛeaking pippins, ruſſettings, apple⸗Johns and 
divers ſo2ts, al which tempt him not, but could they bꝛing 
along Tue with the inierdiced apple of damnation , it 
would ſoner be reteiued at his adoꝛed hands, in like man⸗ 
ner cry on: vour Fith-wines, Oiſter wiues, Oꝛinges, 
Lemmans, but nane can penetrate his obdurate eares, ſo 
generall is the cry , and inderd lamentation to finde ont

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this concealed Mounſieur 2s if Troy were now in her 
pꝛeſent deſtruction, pet muſt not wee ( with the Greekes 

lay a ſtram there and do no further, but (vſque i 
till we finde him. : 

Upon the necke of this meditstion wee fell vpon a pet 
m9:e hopefult accident, wee appzoached a poſt-gar- 
ded doze beſet round with many petitionarp attendants 
that waited the turning of the key that pet ſtod the wꝛong 
way, and was indeed the manſion oz rather kennellof a 
mott dogged vſnrer, (ſo much wee gilt) and ſo it fell out, 
fo: thoſe attendants, (with whom wee iopned our obedi.

ber howſoeuer friends) chance to requeſt his company 
fo2 a time to take viewe and poſſeſſion of a purchaſe 
o2 to the erecting of ſome new edifice, and then are they 
on the other part bound in wozſe bondes and manas 
tles then the Turkes Galli-flaues to bꝛing him in at 
ſuch a day , oz they fall into the deuouring mercilefſe 
Jaives of pꝛiſon where no man but Mounheur Money 
tan redeeme them, and he then will not come at 
them. 

This deſcription of him ſcarce finiſht , but wee were 
euen readie to haue epe⸗pꝛoofe of what wee had mn 
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we might now heare the tengueleſſe {taires tell vs (by

was no part of him leiTe harming , (pet that noiſom 
pnough), anon his gouty fotmanſhip had reacht the doꝛe, 
there after the queſt of, who was there ⸗ and our moſt 
humble anſwere, the locks # bolts were ſet at iiberty, g ſo 
much of the doꝛe was 92ened as we ſe the compaſe of a 

bakers purgatory, o2 pilloꝛp, fo2 euen ſo ſhawed his head 

foꝛth the doꝛes, but as ill a head in foꝛme (and wozſe in 

condition ), then euer held a ſpout of lead in his mouth at 

the coꝛner of a Church, an old moth⸗eaten cap buttoned 

vnder his chinne: his viſage (oz vizard) like the artificiall 

Jewe of Maltaes noſe, the wozmes fearing his bodie 

would haue gone along with his ſoule, came to take and 

inderd had taken poffeſſion, where they pept ont ſtill at 

tertaine lmpe holes ta ſ who came nære their habitation:

Sattin, ſtil to put him in minde of his 

patron Satan, the back part eight penny canuas, a thing 

(wozſe then compariſon ) that loues not halfe hin elfe, his 

heart made of the palmes of foure felt-mahers hande, 

his ſoule not ſo bigge as an Attome, ꝛ tha's lung-growne 

to his conſcience, uh ch conſcience is te true foꝛme uta 

hedge-hog that gards ber ſelfe round with Marpe p:ick'es. 

that who ſo touches is in danger to bleed foꝛ it, tis induſt⸗ 

ro is to maintaine his ſcaipe in a warme cap, his ſtinking 

fete in ſocks, his noſe in ſacke, his guts in tapons, and 

his braines in miſcheife:to this lumpe of iniquitp, this li⸗ 

uing carrion, this houſe kept for , thats only preſerned tc 

winke (and the headach , which hee was not good foz) wer 

(to ſhow our humillitie ) bent ith hammes, and gaue _ 
the 
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the wozthivfuli ſalute, he receiu d it, and grumblingly pꝛo⸗ 
teeded to know what wee would with him? wee with a 
little (moth pꝛekace, as being afraide at Arl to fright 
him with our Emballage, toloe him wee ere men that 
had vnder-taken a voyage , which if wee return'os with 
the perſozmance would trebble a wealthy cate fo: vs 
all, and on the contrary if wee faild in the enterpꝛiſe, we 
were vndone , to giue the banckronts phzaſe , (and the 
molt common foꝛme of a Tapſters head) bꝛoke, oz like the 
olde Gunne-powder-houſe blowne dp. All this appear d 
to him ( as it was indeed ) cirtumſtance, therefoze hee de⸗ 
ſired to goe a netrer way to it, and ſhow the very ſabiect 
of the matter: faith wee told him that we ſought a wan⸗ 
dzing conceald traueller, and that wee had recein'd cer- 
tatne notice that he had taken vp his lodging at his houſe, 
this was pitch thꝛowne vpon burning toe, and oyle vpon 
that to quench it withall , that face that was wildc-fire 
befoze, was now YVcll-fire, raging and bovling as if the 
poꝛe harmeleſſe wozmes ſhould then hauc ſuffered to2- 
ment; ſome flew out with feare , others were murthꝛed 
euen in their Cabbins, that the bloud ranne about his guil- 
tie noſe, with the verp ſuddaine ſkrewing of his face, pet 
after toller had pꝛocur d a foaming vent, hee randed out 
theſe ſentences , Money , vengeance and Hell ſo ſone as 
Money, he will not bide with mee, he anſwers not my leue 
with his company, he has pꝛomiſd me increale, but he re⸗ 
turnes not himſelfe , J haue partchment indeed, which is 
rotten ſtipe- kinne s I haue anke which is gall to me, J 
haue paper, which is rags and traſh, à haue ware , but no 
honnie no monep, no money, no honneo, J let him fozth a 
gallv- laue to banckrouts, and now hee 's ſdld to the Turke 
oz the Diuell, J would J were with him wher-euer: 1 
could hang my ſetfe to learne witte. Had not he wit thinke 
pee that gouern d fozty madde folkes? and he hangd him⸗ 
ſelfe, why ſhould not J and vou come to keepe mp toꝛment 
in action, to enquire fo; him: 4 haue bills, and bonds, and 
| C 3 ſcronles, 
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ſcronles, and ware, but no honnte,no honnie, no monie, no 
money, with that in a great rage hee clapt ro the does, 
charg'd the locks to keepe the dozes, and went vp the 
ſtaires ( Jhope ) to hang himſelfe. 

This was cold comfoꝛt fill, wee were now no nerer 
then when we firit ſet fo2ward, all that we knew by what 
was palk, was that wee knew many places where he was 
not: many places we ſ&ke, but that place was (as repoꝛt 
ſaves)the enchanted Jland: when wee ſnppoſe wee are 
neare, it is ſtill farther off, that now wee feared it would 
be Terra incognita :

Pet at length it was built, and why ould we doubt then 
but at length to accompliſh our vndertaken taſke , if the 
Libian tlub- man had receiu'd (by his enuious ſtep-mo⸗ 

ther ) this, as his firſt labour ſ and the age in toynt coz⸗ 
reſpondencie with this,) hee had neuer liu d to number 
ſuch a Jurie ot his wonders, well then let fame pꝛicke vs 
on, that it we parſue and bzing to god paſſe this labour, it 
ſhall liue vpon our tombes (ſo that wee bury no treaſure 
with vs, and therefo2e be digd bp againe) while the bzaJe 
ans {ones can agr together. 

We had now ſhifted gur ground, and were come to the 
Rialto, where wee heare round about vs the confuſton of 
another Babcli, (ſoz languages J meane not fo2 pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion ) at this place often arriucs the newes from many 
lands, amongſt the which might be (as wee hop'd) ſome 
tidings of our loft traueller: faith, wee by helpe of action 
and interpꝛetation had quickly made our inquiſition 
knowne amongſt them all, but ſtraiaht like honeſt men 
all agreeing in one tale, they returnd this reply, that they 
had receined no newes from any countrep of ſuch a tra⸗ 
ueller: mo2e-ouer added that all their mæting and diſ⸗

they laide ſome, Ja great deale of blame on their wines, 
but (foz quietneſſe lake) J would not haue them know ſo 
much, they told vs, that they themſelues had often brought 
many of Mounſicur Moneys followers home lo their hou⸗ 
ſes with great hope (in the end) to attaine the companie 
of his compleate ſeife, but their wives (tame he never fo 
p:tuatiy ) waulꝭ firide him gut, and then ( diſdatning any 
ſuch inmates to lodge in their houſcs ) ſcent him out cf 
dozes,and whether they went to coniurers to perfozmeit 
oz no, they knew not, but ffraighthe was tranſfozm'd into 
thaines, iewels, bzacelets, tyꝛes, ruffes of the faſhion, 
which ftili were no longer 1tfn'd then a wonder, nine 
dapes, then it was ſtale, and they muſt haue a new, and 
( fo2 firme appꝛobation of what wee ſay ) locke but on 
our wiues, and vou will ſav wee haue folde the truth, and 
wel to pleaſe them, and ſerme gratious in their cves) mult 
follow the faſhion to , J know not by what clanſe in lawe 
it is remon'd,but the burthen that lay vpon their bumms 
is now pla'ft on our ſhoulders, wee haue verdingales to 
beare vp our bands, as they had to ſuppozt their looſe 
bitches. 

This we deliuer to yee mp2:tnate,and you may vſe here- 
in a friendly concealment, we pꝛomiſt what wee haue not 
now perfo:md, ſo did we es long as wee could, and that's 
as much as any man 02 women can doe, this was our ane 
ſwer, and wee were bound to belene it. Well, then wee 
chanae our walke, and from the change we goe, where we 
had no ſooner regretted the ſtreetes, but we might behold 
a comely trope of white headed Senatoꝛs ( (oth as ſome⸗ 
time adozy'd Romes Capitoll, when ſhe ſwayed the wozld 
un a ſingle monarchy ) ſuch as were habited to 2 
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and comlineſſe , not to fancis and immitation, by whoſe 
graue aduiſe this cittie did ſuppoꝛt her name, which elſe 
would quickly haue turn'd into a wilderneſſe, like flowers 
growing in the vnbarbes field, foz want of due poliſhing 
turne wilde and loſe their lwertneſſe, theſe gardners oz 
guardians of this their little vice rovſhip, were now appꝛo⸗ 
ched vs, whom (with a halfe amaz'o humilitie) we ſalu⸗ 
ted, and remembꝛing the pzouerbe(ſpare to ſpeake, ę ſpare 
to ſped) went foꝛward to this milde inquiſttion. 

Renerend. honozable, and wozthy Gentlemen, we are 
poꝛe petitioners to your patience, both fo audience and

hoke, oꝛ take a Wlhals with a purſenet, then may pee re⸗
